“Black Belt” Has Candidate. 

The independent petition of Edward H. 
Wright, a leader of the colored Republicans, 
further complicated the Second ward row. 
The Wright petition was signed by more than 
2000 ef the Republican votérs of the “ black 
belt.”

Formér Téacher Is Sent to Dunning 
at Daughter's Reqnést. 


Who khéw her in days 6f prosperity and whé 


teacher in Chicago's public schools learned 
yesterday that she had been céiimitted to 
Dutniag and at once started an inquiry inte 
the reason. They found that the procedure 
had the appréval of her only close rélative, a 
daughtér, how the wife of a wealthy railroad 
man th Dénver. 

Mrs. Cutter, who is 82 or 8 years old, was 
sent to thé asylumi on Thursday after her 
mental. dilment had been adjudged in the 
County oeurt 8 senile dementia. Her only 
property, $168, was idft if the odurt's care 
for her. She owned & hétibse tf Cleveland. ave- 
nue, near Belden avenue, until a few years 
ago, bit {hé $2,000 she recetved for her equity 
above the mertgages has vanished. Neigh- 
bors who thought she had abundant means 
were surprised. 

In her youngér days Mré. Cutter was @ con- 
tributor to ‘** Godey’s Lady’s Book "’ and also 
wrote sentiméfita] fiction of the s#t¥le then 
popular, severa! of her novels, it is said, being 
published in beok form. 


Receives a Teachér’s Pensicii. 

Through her lofig #éfvicé as a teacher in 
the public schools shé has been a pensioner 
for years, drawing $19.50 a month, which 
now will buy her ‘extra ’’ comforts in her 
separation from the outside world. 

Mrs. Charles S. Johnson, Mrs. Cutter's 
daughter, is at the Luzerne hotel at Clark 
and Center streeté. With her husband, she 
had come from Denver a week ago in re- 
sponse to a télegram Saying hef mother's 
condition was critical. 

“I expected criticism when I had mother 
taken to Dunfiihg,” said Mrs. Johnson. 
‘We decided, however, that it would be the 
best for her, aftér we had consulted her at- 
tending physician, Dr. Wilford Wine, and 
severaiothérs. The question of expense did not 
enter. My husbéand offered to pay the $35 té 
$45 a week that Would have been necessary 
to place her in a private asylum where shé 
would have been under the necessary wat¢h- 
ful care. We looked up sévéral private in+ 
stitutions, but éoncluded she would be better 
off at Dunning, because that would be neaf 
enough for her friends to visit her. Oné 
called today with flowers and ice cream 


Thinks She Has Been Robbed. 

“ My husband has aiso arranged to provide 
her with exceptional comforts. She has de- 
veloped hallucinations latély—for instance, 
that she has béen robbed—and she has a rest- 
less disposition that would cause her to wan- 
der if she had Her liberty, but at Dunning, I 
am told, she will have geéd cara, as good as 
in @ private sahitarium. 

“My mother was a talented woman. I 
know @ome of her writing appeared in books, 
ben she Was extfemely reticent and 1 téver 


cit and wheo my husband and 


hier to Europe with us, she studied 
with & téadhel in Paris to perfect her pro 
hunciatton, taking her lessons at hight, artér 
Mr. Johnson and | were <ired out with sight- 
seeing. Her vigor, up to two years ago, was 
amazing. 

* We tried to have her live with us in Den- 
ver, but shé insisted on returning to Chicago. 
She was well cared for. The procéeds of her 
house she spent, I believe, but my husband 
sent her money to supplement her teacher's 
défisioni. Shé did not waht. 

“ Mother ma@y reeever temporarily from 
her present condition, but the doctors tell me 
the improvemert Will nét be pérmanént. She 
would not be safe unless under constant 
watch, and that would be a great annoyance 
to her.” 


Wants the Case Reopened. 

Cut- 
tét,"" #aid Mise Annie Brows, ‘ whe does not 
beHévée'she fe insané, but wé fear her experi 
éncés will make her #0."’ 

Miss Brown said she knew that Mrs. Cut- 
tér Wrote séVeral works of fiction decades 
ago, but, like evéryoné élse, she had forgot- 
tén théir titles. She belléves an effort should 
be made to restofe the o¢togéndrian t6 the 
world, arid intéfids to talK with some of her 
friends in régard to réopening the court pro- 
ééedings, if that be possible. 

Lotiie Béhéh, assistant county attorney, 
who had charge of the case, said the pro- 
ceedings were regular, ahd that ho reason de- 
véloped af the hearing why Mre.

‘For one instance, Col. Roosevelt shot 
a bull elephant without noticing that aa- 
other was near by. The latter dashed at 
him, touching the colonel with its trunk 
* gas it passed. The hunter saved himself 


by a quick jump behind a tree. 

Nearly every day dangerous incidents 
were recorded, but fortunately not a 
single white man in the party was in- 
Jured throughout the expedition. 

Col. , Roosevelt and Kermit retained 
their health, thus disproving Prof. Starr’s 
grewsome suggestion made in Chicago that 
they probably would be ill. The other 
four whites have been ill and also some 
ef the blacks; one of the latter dying. 

On the last hunt* Col. Roosevelt and 
his son were the only ones in the party 
who were in fit condition to shoot. 


BLACKS FOND OF THE COLONEL. 

Every man speaks in the highest terms 
of the bravery of the others in the party. 
The blacks were particularly enthusiastic 

regarding the colonel and Kermit. They 
have a keen affection for the former be- 
cause of the interest and care he has 
manifested for their welfare. 

Eleven blacks, garbed in the remnants 
of. civilized costumes, one with the lobes 
of his ears cut in twain, surrounded Col. 
Roosevelt, today, standing at attention 
while he pointed them out to visitors. 

“Two gunbearers with teeth filed to a 
point seemed on springs, ready to act 
whenever the master ordered. They are 

' described as fearless, but like children, 
who frequently are naughty and must be 
punished. At the same time they are 
faithful. 

Col. Roosevelt entertains a real attach- 

ment for the blacks and regrets the im- 
pending separation when they return to 
- Mombasa by way of Cairo. They already 
@re assuming airs because of their asso- 
ciation with the great American and tell 
Tuany stories of their adventures with 
Bwapa Tumbo. 


DAYS UNDER BURNING SUN. 
As an indication of the hardships suf- 
fered, one of the members of the party 
tells of a trip Col. Roosevelt undertook 
lasting three days, during which he strug- 
gied afoot through a thick, jungle under 
‘the burning equatorial sun, searching for 
game. He was on foot fourteen hours the 
” first day, thirteen hours.the second day, 
and twelve hours the third day. ' 
_Col. Roosevelt was especially touched 
by the action of the men in saving the 
last bottle of water fer his use. 

The colonel has been looking forward 
with keen anticipation to meeting Mrs. 
Roosevelt at Khartum on Monday. He 
_giso is anxious to arrive and get in touch 
with the people he loves and those who 
love him. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has apprised the colonel 
of the engagement of his son, Theodore 
Jr., and he has expressed himself as sat- 
isfied with his son’s choice. 

With reference to a public reception at 
New York, Col. Roosevelt is not averse, 
provided Collector Loeb approves the 
pians. 

PLANS FOR EUROPEAN TOUR. 

The colonel will be in Egypt until 
March 28. Then he goes to Naples, ar- 
riving about April 15. He goes next to 
‘Budapest and reaches Paris on April 23. 
He will stop a day in Brussels and passes 
through Holland to see the land of his 
ancestors. He arrives in the first week 
of May in Christiania, where he delivers 

_ the. Nobel prize address. The colonel goes 
to. Berlin-on May 10 and leaves on May 
14 for London. He will deliver the 
Romanis lecture at Oxford on May 18, 
He will stay in England, visiting friends, 
particularly those who assisted him in 
outfitting his expedition, until about June 
12, when he sails for America. 


MEETS ALL CORRESPONDENTS. 
In spite of all of another correspondent’s 


arrangemehts, including the chartering of 
the fastest ship on the Nile, we reached 
Roosevelt simultaneously. The effort to 
teat us failed miserably, despite ample 
time and large expenditures. The colonel 
received the four journalists here all at 
ofhe’ time and all reports of the visit to 
the Dal are being filed at the same tele- 
graph stations simultaneously. 

While proceeding down the Nile tao 
Khartum, Col. Roosevelt intends to work 
hat putting the finishing touches on his 
manuscript for his remaining magazine 
articles and his book. Thus when he ar- 

. rives at Khartum he will be free to at- 
tend the receptions and dinners planned 
there. He speaks enthusiastically of the 
courtesies extended by British, German, 
end Belgtan officials. -

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PEOPLE DEMAND 
ENDING OF STRIKE 


Call for Arbitration of the 
Philadelphia , Street Car 
Walkout Becomes Gen- 
eral and Insistent. 


APPEAL IS MADE TO TAFT. 


ae 
Mayor and Senators Also Are 
Asked to Act and the Labor 
Leaders Threaten More 
Trouble. 


Philadelphia, March 11.—The demand by 
the people for arbitration of the differences 
between the Philadelphia Rapid Transit com- 
pany and its 4,000 or more striking employés 
became insistent today. 

In Philadelphia and outeide of it the call 
for mediatory measures was voiced. Every- 
where it was recognized that the failure to 
arrive at any arbitral agreement was the 
only thing that stood in the way of a speedy 
calling off of the genera! sympathetic strike 
in this city, which practically has paralyzed 
the city’s industrial life and which the labor 
leaders made renewed threats to spread if the 
deadlock continued. / 

These threats, perhaps, were what most 
stood in the way of an amicable adjustment. 
The ‘‘ vested interests,’’ which are a decided 
factor in the situation, dislike and resent the 
hint of coercion, 


Business Men Take Action, 


At a representative meeting of business 
men this afternoon the call for arbitration 
was the keynote. Local financial, commer- 
cial and official bodies, and the federal au- 
thorities, as well as the salutary influence 
of the National Civic federation. were ap- 
pealed to to step in and end the difficulty. 
Gov. Stuart at Harrisburg was petitioned 
by the labor men to take action, and the 
patriotic citizens of the city and state were 
invoked in resolutions, statements, and pe- 
titions to aid in putting a stop to conditions 
which Philadelphia daily finds growing more 
intolerable. 
Good order prevailed throughout the city 
today. Not until late tonight was there any 
sort of an outbreak in any quarter. Coming 
out, of a meeting which was held in Musical 
Fund hall at Eighth and Locust streets, a 
section of the crowd displayed a turbulent 
spirit, and passing cars were stoned. The 
police by the display of revolvers subdued 
the demonstration before much mischief was 
done. 
The meeting itself was orderly. C. O. 
Pratt, leader of the striking car men, de- 
clared the sympathetic strike, although the 
leaders regretted the necessity of calling 
one, would not stop in Pennsylvania if the 
fight were prolonged. 

“We will go through the United States,” 
aclaoas Pratt. 
Cars ran uninterruptedly during the day 
in greater numbers than at any time since the 
strike began. The strikers did not claim 
many: new accessions to their ranks, and such 
as there were, the employers asserted, were 
more than offset by desertions from the 


strikers’ cause. 


Willing to Take Back Men. 


Tonight the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
company, through President Kruger, an- 
nounced its willingness to comply with the 
mayor's request for concessions to men who 
were willing to return to work. In his letter 
to Mayor Reyburn, President Kruger said: 
“T take the responsibility of saying that 
as far as there are vacancies we shall re- 
ceive the men back, until March 16, 1910, un- 
der the terms of our resolution of Feb. 25, 
and believe that in some way we can give 
them the financial assistance that you re- 
quest. Of course, we must loyally guara 
the rights of the men who have been loyal 
to us, and we think it only fair to point out, 
in this connection, that we are now rapidly 
filling our ranks.”’ 

The leaders of the striking car men de- 
clared the action of the mayor and the re. 
gponsive offer of the company was a“ bluff.” 
They issued a statement indicating possi- 
bility of further trouble in this phrase: 
“If within forty-eight hours the present 
genera! local strike is not settled every labor 
organization now on strike will be instructed 
to formulate demands for wages, hours, and 
conditions of labor they deem commensurate 
with the increased cost of living now upon us. 
‘Railroad employés, miners’. unions, and 
labor organizationo of every craft and trade 
throughout the state will be notified to take 
similar action.” 


State Federation Acts. 


New Castle, Pa., March 11.—The state 
Federation of Labor’s convention here to- 
night adjourned after a day given up to send- 
ing messages to President Taft, Gov. Edwin 
S. Stuart, the two United States senators, 
and Mayor Reyburn of Philadelphia, de- 
manding arbitration of the Philadelphia 
street car strike, and also indorsing woman’s 
suffrage. 

President E. E. Greenawalt and the other 
officers left tonight for Philadelphia to aid 
in the strike situation there. 


Trenton Car Strike Is Settled. 


Trenton. N. J., March 11-—The strike of the 
employés of the Trenton Street railway com- 
pany, which has been going on for the last 
two days, wassettled latethisafternoon. The 
settlement resulted in the men getting prac- 
tically everything they asked for. The prin- 
cipal demand was for an increase in com- 
pensation of from 18% to 23 cents an hour, 


B. & O. Strike Is Averted. 


Baltimore, Md., March 12, 2 a. m.—There 
will be no strike of conductors or trainmen 
on the Baltimore and’ Ohio. Commissioner 
of Labor Neill early this morning brought 
to a successful conclusion his efforts as medi- 
ator in the wage dispute between theraiiroad 
and the men. 

While the exact figures on which a settle- 
ment was reached were refused for publica- 
tion, it was learned that considerable con- 
cessions were made on both sides and thatin 
a general way the men and the officials met 

half way. 

This is true of all matters in controversy 
except the question of double header freights, 
for the abolition of which the men asked. 
By mutua) agreement this question was laid 
aside for settlement hereafter in conjunc- 
tion with other roads. 


ST. LOUIS MILLIONAIRES

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SUFFRAGETTES TELL OF SLUR 


New York Leaders Urge Defeat 
of One Assemblyman. 


SPURN TALK OF CHIVALRY. 


White Slave Traffic and Low Wages 
Refute It, They Say. 


New York, March 11.—[Special.]—The East 
Side Equal Rights league opened tonight its 
campaign of vengeance against Assembly- 
man James Oliver for his alleged insulting 
treatment of Miss Henrietta Mercy. At an 
open air meeting Miss Mercy told her story 
to persens of the Third assembly district, 
which Oliver represents at Albany. She did 
her best to make the crowd believe that he 
had sneered at the Jews and scoffed at 


women. 
‘I went up to Albany to represent 100 
women of the Third district who are eager 
for the ballot,’’ she said, ‘‘and asked Mr. 
Oliver as politely as I could whether he would 
use his influence to have our resolution re- 
ported. He smiled contemptuously and re- 
plied that he didn’t believe that I came from 
the Third district because the women down 
there were too poor to come to Albany and 
that they were too busy at their washtubs. 


Tells Attack Upon Jews. 
“Then he passed some uncomplimentary 
remarks about the Jews. He said, ‘How 
about Rebecca at the well? She didn’t want 
to vote, did she?’ 
*“‘ Now, I don’t know whether Rebecca 
wanted to vote or not. Perhaps she did. 
But I dq know that you people of the Third 
district must keep watch of your legislators. 
You must guard your liberties. Mr. Oliver 
wasn’t insulting me. I wouldn’t have cared 
£0 much about that. He was insulting you. 
It isn’t a question of one legislator insulting 
one woman. All the legislators insult all 
women. They laugh at us and jeer at us. 
‘* This is a good lesson for you women. It 
shows you where you stand and how much 
you mean to the men whose salary you ..2lp 
pay at Albany. You have been asleep. 
Wake up and show these so-called represen- 
tatives of the people that the people are 
watching what they do. These men profess 
to be your humbie servants before election, 
but after election they are your masters. 
Show them that you are the masters all i.ie 
time.”’ 


No Faith in “Chivalry.” 


The crowd, which by this time had grown 
to akout two hundred persons, about 90 per 
cent of whom were men, applauded apatheti- 
cally. There was no special show of indigna- 
tion on the part of any “ constituent.” 
Then Dr. Anna Mercy, sister of Henrietta 
and president of the league, said the antis 
were always talking about the chivalry of 
men toward women. For her part she didn’t 
have much faith in it. 

** How about the white slave traffic?’ she 
demanded. “ How about the fact there are 
in New York every year 20,000 cases of wife 
desertion? How about the starvation wages 
that are paidtowomen? Mengétan average 
of $10. Women get only an average of $65. 
As a climax I beg you to consider the re- 
markable attitude of your representative at 
Albany who advises a young woman to beg 
for votes with hugs and kisses.”’ 

Miss Maud Malone, a militant leader, said 
she would have thrashed the assemblyman 
if he had talked to her as he did to Miss 
Mercy. “It is a coward that insults a 
woman,’’ she said.

MABRAY CASE THE ‘CAUSE. 


Victims Tell How They Lost Large 
Sums on ‘' Fixed”’ Races. 


Ceuncil Bluffs, Ia.,,March 11:—[{8pecial.]— 
Charges have been filed against George 
H. Richmond, chief of police, asking that 
he be removed from office. Attorney General 
Byers filed the charges. 
heard. on March 23. 

The accusations followed the testimony 
of numerous witnesses, who in -the action 
against James C. Mabray and eighteen con- 
federates swore that for nearly a year fake 
foot and horse races were run inside the city 
limits and fake prize fights and wrestling 
matches were pulled off within half a dozen 
blocks, of the city hall without police inter- 
ference. 


Says Mabray Was Protected. 

The attorney general alleged that.during 
a large part of the years 1907 and 1908, James 
C. Mabray and numerous other parties oper- 
ated brace and bunko games, robbing victims 
brought to the city by field operators. He 
alleges that by these games nearly 100 per- 
sons were swindled ‘out of sums ranging 
from $2 to $37,000, the aggregate being: be- 
tween $300,000 and $500,000. 

The attorney general charges, during: all 
the time the: swindling games were being 
operated by Mabray and his confederates, 
Chief Richmond wag informed by the mem- 
bers of hfs’ force as to the character and 
operdtion of the games, but refused to’inter- 
fere, going ‘so far as:‘to tell the men of his 
force not to disturb Mabray and his dssoci- 
ates. 


Tell of Gambling Losses. 


The government continued today to fortify 
itself with strong evidence against John C. 
Mabray and his eighteen alleged associates 
who are on trial for alleged conspiracy to de- 
fraud by means of illega] use of the mails.

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Three Men Arrested on ‘Complaint of

A strike of teamsters employed by the Do- 
lese & Shepard company, building stone con- 
ern, yesterday resulted in a shooting affray 
at Sixteenth and Canal streets. Edward 
Mullen, business agent of the Lumber, Box, 
and Shavings Teamsters’ union,gffiliated with 
the Chicago Teamsters’ union, was shot in 
the ‘leg by ohe of three men in a taxicab, 
which was being driven at high speed. Mul- 
len was taken to the Grace hospital. His in- 
jury is not serious. 
. Lyle McArthur and Thomas Farrell, or- 
ganizers for the International Brotherhood 
of. Teamsters, and Edward E. Riley, business 
agent of the chauffeurs’ urfon, which is 
affiliated with the brotherhood, were arrest- 
ed at the union headquanters, 118 Fifth ave- 


nue. 
- Arrested on an Information. 

They were arrested on information fur- 
nished by John Miller, business agent of the « 
coal teamsters, affiliated with the Chicago 
Teamsters’ union, which is a rival of the in- 
ternational brotherhood. Miller told the po- 
lice that McArthur, Farrell, and Riley were 
the three men in the taxicab from which the 
shots were fired. <A jurisdictional feud has 
existed between the organizations for two 
years. with the result that fights and brawls 
have been of frequent occurrence. 

Seventy-five teamsters affiliated with the 
brotherhood are involved in the Dolese & 
Shepard strike which was called in the morn- 
ing. ‘The walkout was ordered because the 
union leaders allege the company officials 
ordered all their teamsters to withdraw.from 
the brotlierhood and join the rival union. 

Rivals Ready to Take Places. 

Organizer. McArthur said he went to the 
barn of the company at Nineteenth and 
Halsted streets at 6a. m. to enforce the strike 
order. When he arrived there a crowd of 
more than 100 teamsters of the rivel or- 
ganization was on hand to take the places 
of the strikers. The attitude of the crowd, 
he said, was so threatening that he left the 
vicinity and went downtown. 

“They haven't anything on me,’’ said Mc- 
Arthur in a cell at Central station. ‘] 
haven't been in any automobile, and I am 
pretty sure Farrell and Riley haven't either.

ACTOR’S PART IN PLAY THOUGHT

Young Man Had Role of the Re- 
porter Who “Covered” Story of 
Woman Who Took Her Life. 


Actor friends of Thomas Thorne of “ The 
Fourth Estate’’ company, who committed 
suicide in his room in the Alexandria hote!

playing of the part of the reporter whose as- 
signment was a suicide story led to his self- 
destruction.

As a cub reporter he was represented as 
going out to ** cover ’’ a suicide in the under- 
world, and as being overwhelmed by the 
sight of death. 

Thorne played his part ag usual Thursday 
night.

Estate ’’. company, called his room 
by telephone and failed to get any response. 
Upon investigation Thorne’s body was found 
hanging from ‘the door hinges by, a cord 
taken from his bath robe. 

A letter he had been writing suggested a 
love affair. It was thought to be in reply to 
one found among his effects signed “‘ Olive ”’ 
and: bearing the -postmark of Boston.

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|OTHER CASE NEAR END. 


Board of Arbitration Hears Ar- 
guments on Switchmen’s 
Dispute. 


A strike of 27,000 firemen on forty-five west- 
ern railroads: is threatened unless the men 
receive an increase In wages and changes in 
working conditions... A committee of the 
Brotherhood of Laocomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen met last evening at the Lexing- 
ton hotel and framed a final answer to the 
general managers’ committee, The answer 
will be delivered to the railroad officials 
today,- 

The union leaders say the situation is 
serious and that unless concessions are made 
there will be a break withina fewdays A 
strike vote recently taken by the members 
of the organization resulted in an over- 
whelming majority in favor of a walkout 
and against accepting the offer to submit the 
dispute to arbitration under the Erdman 
law. 

The men demand an increase in wages of 
about 18 per cent over the present schedules 
and certain rules providing for seniority of 
promotion from firemen to engineers. They 
also demand that the men be given the right 
of representat(pn on committees by members 
of their own craft in all cases involving the 
question of }wages and conditions of service. 

These demands have been refused by the 
railroads. 

O. L. Dickeson, representing the general 
managers, declared that there is no danger of 
a strike while the negotiations are in prog- 
ress and that every effort will be made to 
reach an amicable agreement with the fire- 
men, 

\ End Hesrings on Switchmen. 

Hearings of the wage dispute between Chi- 
cago switchmen affiliated with the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen and thirteen rail- 
roads were completed during the day b@fore 
the state board of arbitration. The case of 
the switchmen, who ask an increase in wages, 
time and a half for overtime, and the benefit 
of certain working rules, now rests with the 
arbitration board, which will give its decision 
next week. 

To aid them in their work the members of 
the board next Monday will make a tour of a 
number of Chicago switching yards, where 
they: will gather first hand information. Two 
members of the federal arbitration board, 
which is hearing the wage dispute of the 
Switchmen's Union of North Am @ and 
eight railroads, also will inspect the switch- 
ing yards next Monday. They are Attorney 
S. S. Gregory, umpire of the board, and 8. E. 
Heberling, vice president of the Switchmen’s 
unton. 

The state bodrd's decision will affect near- 
ly 4,000 men affiliated with the brotherhood, 
only Chicago switchmen being involved. The 
closing session of the state board was de- 
voted to arguments by attorneys. Only a 
few witnesses were called. 


Attorneys Who Argue Case. 

The arguments for the switchmen were 
made by Attorneys Willfam Prentiss and 
Clarence Darrow, and Attorney John Barton 
Payne closed for the railroads. 

“There are certain things in this cause 
about which there is no dispute,’’ said Attor- 
ney Prentiss. ‘‘ One of them is the high cost 
of living. If the men get all they ask the in- 
crease would not come up to the increased 
cost of living and the men will be losers in the 
transaction. Pa 

“The railroads have told us that if the 
switchmen were advanced all other, em- 
ployés must be raised, yet on cross examina- 
tion it was shown that this would not follow 
necessarily. We have the record of Coroner 
Hoffman showing that sixty-eight switchmen 
were killed in Chicago from January, 1909. 
to and including January, 1910. What a 
slaughter yard the Chicago switching yards 
must have been before the safety appliances 
were applied.”’ 


Remembers 80 Cents a Day Wage. 

‘It is an ungracious thing to say to a man 
that he ought not to have all he demands,” 
sald Attorney Payne., “ Unfortunately, that 
has been necessary from the beginning of 
time. I remember when men got 50 cents 
a day in the country and wheat was $2 a 
bushel. It,doesn’t cost,any more for switch- 
men to live than any other member of the 
community and there are many who receive 
less wages than the switchmen. 

“As to time and a half for ovegtime, the 
theory that it will abolish overtime work is 
not borne out by the evidence. It really is 
a plan to make more money by penalizing 
the railroads. If a penalty were put on over- 
time it would result/in unreasonable delay, 
and it has been shown that the men them- 
selves are responsible for and control the 
time they take.” 


Darrow Speaks for Men, 

At the close of Attorney Payne's agree- 
ment, Attorney Darrow plunged into the 
subject. 

‘* Why should we havean infrease?”’ asked 
he.. ‘‘ Because we.earn it. If these men are 
entitled to it they should get their wages 
first of all. The railroads are doing every- 
thing, except raising wages. We don’t blame 
them for that, We are only doing our part 
to get it. 

‘‘Long hours of work are contrary to the 
spirit of the age, and there must bea penalty 
for long hours or there never will be a reduc- 
tion. I consider shortening of the hours more 
important than a rafse in wages, and I would 
impress upon this board the importance of 
that phase of the question.”

THIS {$ JUST A FISH STORY 


Real Reason for Postponement of 
Sportsman’s Exposition. 


POND BUILT; NOTHING IN IT. 


Manager Acts When He Is Unable to 
Get Finny Exhibits. 


This is a little fish story. It's true—because 
they tried to catch the fish and didn't. 

When Manager Richard E. Follett of the 
annual sportsman’s show began to adivertise 
the exhibition of “ forest, fish, and game ’”’ 
and to assemble the specimens and features 
of the show he figured, of course, that he 
could get all the fish he wanted. 

He wanted about 5,000 or 6,000 good wall 
eyes, blue gills, trout, and other lake fish— 
about twenty-five or thirty varieties. He 
sent out his emissaries to get the fish. 

Then he began to get together the large 
collection of waterfowl], wading birds, and 
game fowl, such as quail and prairie chick- 
ens, and to send for the cub bears and the 
“ largest flock of pheasants ever assembled 
in the United States.” 


Prepare Pond; No Fish. 

Carpenters began to construct the 200x220 
feet pond in the big amphitheater at the 
stockyards where the show was billed for 
March 19 to April 2. In this pond Mr. Follett 
was going to let loose the fish. 

Scenery, showing commodious quantities 
of water, also was painted. Some of the 
scenery was hung. 

Also there began to arrive telegrams from 
his fish emissaries that they could not land 
the fish. Mr. Follett sent back word that he 
had to have the fish. 

**Can’t help it; we can’t get the fish,’ re- 
plied the emissaries. 

“Try again,’’ urged Mr. Follett. 

*‘ Actually can't get the fish. The winter's 
been too hard. No net fishing,’’ once more 
responded the emissaries. 


Posptones Show Until Fall. 

So Mr. Follett yesterday decided that a 
sportsman’s show without fish wouldn’t be 
a sportsman’s show. He immediately called 
off the work of preparing the stockyards 
amphitheater for the show. 

“ We will announce tomorrow,’ he said at 
night, ‘“‘ that the show will be postponed until 
fall. We couldn’t get the fish. That's all. 
We could get all the white fish we wanted 
at the Soo, but we wanted twenty-five or 
thirty varieties, and the only place where 
we could get them was in Lake Erie. 

“The winter was so unusually hard this 
year that there was no net fishing, and so 
we couldn’t get the fish.’”’ 


TWO RECTORS FOR POOLROOM; 
OTHER PASTORS OPPOSE IT. 


Maywood Priest and Episcopalian 
Clergyman Sign “Open Sunday” Pe- 
tition That Arouses Opposition.

Their action stirred the ire of the Rev. Fred- 
erick Donovan, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, and the Rev. Percival H. Barker, pas- 
tor of the First Congregational church, whose 
strongest ally is John Soffel, president of the 
village board and prominent member of the 
church over which the Rev. Father O'Shea 
presides. 

‘« Tf the boys fulfill their church obligations 
in the morning, give them the afternoon to 
play billiards and pool,” said the Rev. Father 
O'Shea. “ The boys must have some recréa- 
tion.’’ 

‘“T will fight this ridiculous plan to the bit- 
ter end,’’ said Village President Soffel. 

‘*Tt’s' a wild notion,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Donovan, ‘and we might as well sqyiction 
baseball on Sunday.”’ 

‘*T cannot see how any. minister of the gos- 
pel can advocate open poolrooms on Sun- 
days,’ said the Rev. Mr. Barker. “ It would 
lower the mora! tone of our suburb.”’

AIM 10 CHECK DBLINOUENCY 


Special School Is Proposed for 
Study of Causes of Evil. 


CHARITY WORKERS FAVOR IT 


Advantages Explained by Director of 
Psychopathic Institute. 


Plans were announced yesterday for a pub- 
lic schoo] for the training and study of de- 
linquent children, agreed upé@n at a meeting 
of members of the Chicago Psychopathic in- 
stitute, charity workers, held last week at 
the residence of .Mrs. W. F. Dummer, 679 
Lincoln Park boulevard. 

Among others Wito attended the meeting 
were Dr. William Healy, medical director of 
the institute; Prof. Grace Fernald of the 
University of Chicago, and Miss Julia La- 
throp of Hull house and member of the state 
board of charities. 

It is proposed that the school will take care 
of delinquent children paroled from the Ju- 
venile court who now are sent to the parental] 
school maintained by the board of education. 

‘* The idea of this sort of school seems to 
be absolutely new,’ said Dr. Healy. * The 
school authorities have admitted the parent- 
al school leaves something to be desired in 
training these delinquent children. 


Aims to Decrease Delinquency. 

‘‘Such a school as we are planning would 
give opportunity to study the work of the 
Juvenile court, to study the parents, homes 
and environment of children who become de- 
linquents. 

“If a close study of these children could 
be made, I believe we could lessen the causes 
of delinquency, but as it is now, even with 
the best efforts of our Juvenile court and 
parole officers, the causes of delinquency are 
not gone into to an extent which gives basis 
for corrective measures. The thing we hope 
to do is to establish this school and to keep 
Chicago's delinquerit children there severa} 
weeks under conditions similar as nearly as 
possible to the other public schools. Dur- 
ing this time the officers could study the 
children and the causes that led to their 
delinquency. 

Obstacles to be Overcome. 

“There are serious obstacles, of course. 
The first is the problem of funds. We have 
thought of asking the board of education to 
coéperate in building such a school. But 
the difficulty is that many of our delinquents 
are over school age, and the board of educa- 
tion cannot legally undertake to furnish 
educational facilities and undergo expense 
for these. We hope to work out the details 
at another meeting in the near future.’’ 

The need for a school which would give op- 
portunity to study child delinquency with a 
view of reducing it was pointed out in figures 
given by school officials. According to sta- 
tistics collected by the superintendent's office 
the cost of education in the public schools 
of Chicago is from $26 to $82 a year per 
capita for normal children, $150 to $160a year 
for deaf children, and about $300 a year per 
capita for the training of delinquent children 
paroled to the parental school. The figures 
for the blind, crippled, and subnorma] chil- 
dren, requiring special equipment and teach- 
ers, run even higher. 


WIFE OF STATE LEGISLATOR 
SHUTS DOOR ON HIS MOTHER. 


Police Say Mrs. Catherine Hope Was 
Turned Away from the Residences of 
Her Two Sons, 


“T wouldn't go back and live with either 
of my sons again. I will do housework be- 
fore I do that, and I am a good housekeeper.”’ 

Mrs. Catherine Hope said it when a police- 
man found her yesterday at Ontario and St. 
Clair street. She told the policeman she 
was lost, and said she is 65 years old. 

Her sons are State Representative Edward 
Hope and Thomas Hope, who lives at 5036 
State street. 

Policemen Donnelly and Arnold took her 
to the residence of Edward Hope, 541 Lincoln 
Park boulevard. They said her son’s wife 
refused her admittance to the house. Thomas 
Hope then was notified by telephone that 
his mother was at the police station, but 
he, according to the policeman, refused to 
take care of her, saying she had Hved at his 
home for about a week and had caused 
trouble.

Scheme Revealed in Toronto, 

Moses Penn came to the United States to 
study, with the view of becoming a medica! 
missionary toIndia. For the last five months 
he has been working in Mr. Farweil’s office. 

David has been in the United States for 
eleven years, and represented several! large 
jobbing houses until recently. David was 
brought up in the Hebrew faith; Moses ac- 
cepted the teachings of the New Testament. 

Three weeks ago Moses received a letter 
from his brother David, who then was in 
Toronto, Canada, asking him to come to 
him at once. Not knowing the import of 
the message, he went. When he arrived in 
Canada he was surprised to be told he was 
the reincarnated prophet Moses. For him- 
self David claimed he was the reincarnated 
King David of the bible. 

Then the scheme of bringing their 17 year 
old nephew to Toronto and to tour the United 
States with him was broached. Moses ob- 
jected, on the ground that the whole thing 
was contrary to the teachings of the New 
Testament.

Offer Refused by Moses. 

An offer of $50 a week to start with was 
made to Moses Penn if he would go on the 
lecture platform and tell of the coming & 
Christ from Bombay. 

“My brother told me,” said Mr. Penn, 
“that angels told him his nephew in Bombay 
was the real Christ, and that the duty de- 
volved upon him to bring him to America. 

“T became indignant, and when I could 
not dissuade my brother from his purpose I 
exposed him to the church people in Toronto 
and came; back to Chicago. Mr. Farwell's 
constant example of what a Christian can 
and ought to be kept me from accepting 
what might otherwise be a tempting offer 
to me. 

“My father, who is wealthy, disinherited 
me because of my conversion to the Christian 
faith. I am going back to my country, and 
I shall teach the true rdligion to my people.”

Mrs. Norrington Tells of Learn- 
ing Identity of Other Woman. 


SUING FOR MAINTENANCE. 


Charges Are Made in Cross Bill to Hus- 
band’s Suit for Divoree.

Tells of Another Woman. 

“ He came home at 4 o'clock one morning 
with his face all cut up,” Mrs. Norrington 
said in her testimony. “ I know that he had 
drink in him. He said he had been out with 
& woman. Then he threw my bible on the 
floor and went to bed. I asked him if he 
was not ashamed to do such things after he 
had been going to church with me so much. 

“He told me to go and look at the band 
in hie hat, and when I did I found Nellie 
Kern's initials written on it. She called 
him ‘ Honey.’ ”’ ; 

According to Mrs. Norréngton, her hueband 
received postal cards from Nellie Kern 
signed “ Affinity” She denied that she had 
ever struck her husband, as he had said in 
his testimony at the beginning of the hear- 
ing. 

William Hazecampe, a brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Norrington, testified that he had asked 
Norrington to return and live with Mrs. 
Norrington, and that Norrington had told 
him that he would never do so. 


Denial by the Husband. 
Norrington was called to refute some alle- 
gationg made by his wife. He said he had 
not drank liquor for five years, and denied 
that he had been more than an acquaintance 
of Nellie Kern’s. In his preceding testimony 
he said his wife had cut him on the fore- 
head with a pair of scissors and at another 
time had scratched his face so that he could 
a go to his place of business for several 
ays. 

Mr. Norrington asserted his wife was in- 
sanely jealous, and made trouble for him at 
the De! Prado hotel. Letters and posta)cards 
put into evidence he said were sent by Mrs. 
Norrington. At his Office, on. one occasion, 
she had hurled a heavy paper weight at him. 
He also testified that his wife on two occa- 
sions threw a cup of tea at him and once had 
chased him with 4 razor.

In reporting the defeat of the osteopathie . 


bill to the Chicago Medical society Dr. 
Charles J. Whalen, chairman of the public 
relations committee, said: 

“ You should at once get busy and perfect 
your organization so that in the future you 
can prevent at the next election the return 
to the Forty-seventh genera! assembly repre- 
sentatives who in the past have voted for 
vicious legislation. Furthermore, you should

WOMEN WILL RENEW FIGHT 
ON SMOKE NUISANCE, 


Mrs. J. B. Sherwood Says Conditions 
Are Growing Worse, Notwithstand- 
ing Assertions to the Contrary. 


Members of the anti-emoke committee of 
the Chicago Woman’s club renew the smoke 
nuisance agitation. Mrs. John B. Sherwood, 
the chairman, outlined yesterday several 
proposed modificationg of the existing ordi- 
nances whjch she will submit to the commit- 
tee at its Meeting on Monday. Her proposals 
are: 

Decrease to six minutes the time allowed smoke- 
stacks to emit black smoke continuously. 

Create a large smoke commission to watch looe- 
motives and chimneys of buildings. 

Mrs. Sherwod said Smoke Inspector Paw) 
H. Bird and his force, instead of improving 
conditions, are permitting things to become 
worse than before the agitation began in 
earnest last fall. She mentioned the Com- 
monwealth Edison company as an example 
of what might be accomplished by other con- 
cerns in abating smoke. 

“It is not true that we are growing apa- 
thetic,” she said. “ Weare giving Mr. Bird 
more evidence, apparently, than he wants. 
Organized as a smoke commission and duly 
authorized by the council, we could bring the 
violators into line. I think a commission of 
200 or 300 would be the right size.”’

SBRKS TO PRY LID OFF GRAFT 


Senator Preparing to Get Action 
on Inquiry Resolution. 


MACHINE AGAINST AIRING. 


Hughes Believes People with Him in 
Fight on Corruption. 


Albany, N. Y., March 11.—Senator New- 


comb gave notice today that he was prepar- 


ing to get action on his resolution providing 
for an unlimited investigation of legislative 
corruption. His declaration is regarded as 
the first significant resuk of the Republican 
organization's victory in the senate leader- 
ship fight. 

The vote on the question of sustaining Sen- 
ator Conger’s bribery charges against Sen- 
ator Allds was expected to furnish the next 
clash between the two elements into which 
disregard of the wishes of Senator Root and 
Gov. Hughes and the ®lection of Senator 
Cobb as president pro tem. has split the Re- 
publican party in the state senate; but ff 
Newcomb moves next week to take up his 
resolution the lineup may come before the 
Allds investigation is over. 


Two Measures for Wider Inquiry. 


Two measures providing for a wider inves- 
tigation are in the hanes of the finance com- 
mittee. The other was introduced by ‘Sen- 
ator Wainwright. Wut its purpose is prac- 
tically the same as that of Senator New- 
comb’s. 

Whatever the truth may be, public opin- 
ion seems to have associated the opposition 
to the leadership of Root and Hughes with 
an intention tc shut off further attempts to 
air legislative scandals and with sympathy 
for Allds. 

The statements of Root and the governor 
have been interpreted by some as bearing di- 
rectly upon the Alids case, while all the sen- 
ators who have declared for carrying the 
investigation further were aligned with the 
Root-Hughes forces. Hinman, the Root- 
Hughes choice for majority leader, has been 
outspoken against Allds. 

These circumstances leafl to a conclusion 
that Hughes and the “ older statesmen ” of 
the party in Washiggton have agreed upon 
a wider legislative inquiry and are ready to 
issue ordere 1gainst any disposition tc she}- 
ter Allds. 

Such an investigation could not hurt the 
Hughes régime. while adherents of the lat- 
ter believe the legislators, whom such pro- 
ceedings might bring under suspicion, prob- 
ably would be identified with the organiza- 
tion, and that any disclosures would 
strengthen the position of the Root-Hughe 
faction. 
Hughes Thinks People Are With Him. 

The idea that’the people are with them in 
thif proposition can be traced to expressicns 
in the governor's recent statement and the 
Root telegram. 

The declaration of Brackett and Davenport 
and their friends in the senate that Cobb’s 
victory only postponed the issue is not denied 
by the victorious organization men. They 
éeclare. however, that the prestige of de- 
feating the combined forces of the governor 
ad the national administration will carry 
tiem victorious through the next fight. what- 
ever it may be about.

CLEVELAND BANK PANIC OVER. 


Thousands Seek Originators of Canard 
That Started Run—$6,000 in 
» Rewards Offered. 


Cleveland, O., March 11.—The depositors of 
the Society for Savings today regained their 
equilibrium and the panic is over. 

In the two days and a half that the run 
lasted $1,250,000 was withdrawn. As the 
majority of the deposits affected were small 
ones, hundreds amounting to less than $100, 
the record made by the bank in handling this 
withdrawal is regarded as remarkable. 

Spurred by the offer of $6,000 in rewards, 
$1,000 of which is personally offered by ex- 
Gov. Myron T. Herrick, president of the 
bank, thousands of amateur detectives to- 
night are searching for the originators of the 
rumors on which the run was based. Sevy- 
eral detective agencies have been employed 
by the bank and the municipal secret ser'v- 
ice force has joined in the quest, as the 
offense is a criminal one. 

It was said tonight that the bank officers 
have practically located the source of the 
canard.

SUIT STARTED TO SET ASIDE 
VAN ANDEN PROPERTY SALES. 


Note Left by Woman Who Killed Her- 
self Relied On to Prove Transfers 


Were Illegal. 


“ The contents of the apartments you fi 
my body in are mine, no matter who may 
claim them.” 

Attorney Eugene Stewart believes the sig- 
nificance of this statement, made in a letter 
written by Mre. Emma Van Anden before 
she killed herself, is indicated by the discov- 
ery of a bill of sale purporting to transfer a 
great part of the contents of the apartments 
at 71 East Forty-sixth place to C. S. Jacobs. 

Among the articles specified in the bill of 
sale are a pair of diamond earrings and five 
rings. Mrs. Van Anden’s letter said the ear- 
rings would be found in a small safe in her 
bedroom, but Attorney Stewart said they 
were not there. 

Following these discoveries by Alvin E. 
Webber, a half brether of Mrs. Van Anden, 
and an investigation of the transfer also of 
a number of pieces of real estate to C. Ss. 
Jacobs, a suit was begun in the Superior 
court yesterday against Dr. Jacobs and oth- 
ers to set aside deeds to three properties. 

It is charged that Dr. Jacobs, acting as con- 
fidential adviser to Mrs. Van Anden, pre- 
vailed upon her to transfer her property to 
his son, Clare S. Jacobs, without adequate 
consideration. 

The properties specified in the suit are at 
$133 and 3135 Rhodes avenue, 4821 st. Law- 
rence avenue, and lot 37 block 17 
iteightal 17 in Sheldon 

Attorney Stewart said the suit is the first 
step that is to be taken by the brother of 
Mrs. Van Anden to try to wrest the property 
from Dr. Jacobs.

William Broadwell, for more than fifteen 
years a dealer in butterine manufactured by 
William J, Moxley, and other big manufac- 
turers, was taken:to the Fort Leavenworth 
penitentiary last night to begin a term of 
six years for violations of the oleomargarine 
laws. Pe a Ge , 

With Broadwell went’ Samuel Driesbach, 
his partner in .business, to serve a similar 
sentehce, while Daniel Bortz, employé of the 
two, began service of a term of eighteen 
months in the Chicago house of correction. 
Driesbach was sentenced by Judge K. M. 
Landis: during the day, and in addition to 
the prison term a-$15,000 fine was imposed, as 
in Broadwell's case, previously disposed of. 
Bortz was sentericed at the same time. 

The three men were ordered.taken away to 
silence their tongues in view of the approach- 
ing grand jury tnvestigation of relations be- 
tween the “‘moorshiners.”’.and the Dutterine 
manufacturers. ‘The confessions of the trio 
will be used before the grand jury, and, if 
necessary, the. men themselves will be 
brought back from their cells to testify. 


“Moonshiner” Tells,of Career. 

Broadwell told more of his career in his last 
moments in the county jail.’ ses 2 

“It must be fifteen.or eighteen years ago 
that I first went into the butterine busi- 
ness,’ said Broadwell. ‘ Then I did a legiti- 
maté business and handled Moxle}’s product 
extensively. The best kind.of people bought 
it—rich people—and they got eight pounds for 
$1.25. They knew what they were getting, 
too, when they bought it. It was good stuff 
—much: better than butter, and I said -so 
when I -was~catied upon to give testimony 
in 1897 before a senate committee that was 
investigating the business.”’ 

The senate: committee,, which sat in Ch 
cago at the Grand Pacific hotel, was com- 


,posed of Senator Mason of Illinois, Senator 


Harris of Kansas, and Senator Wetmore of 
Rhode Island. . 

In “ Facts About Butterine,” a pamphlet 
compiled and published by Moxley, Broad- 


| well’s connection with the inquiry is set 


forth thus: 

‘* Before the senatorial committee William 
Broadwell, one of the largest deglers in high 
grade butterine, spoke of millionairies and 
men with silk hats being his most numerous 
customers, in fact, forming in line to get a 
pail of William J. Moxley’s butterine. His 
remarks caused considerable laughter among 
the audience, but created consternation in 
the ranks of the producers of creamery but- 
ter. who realized the impossibility of suc- 
cessful contradiction.” 


Says Ta Bavited “‘Moonshining.”’ 
The investigation was made in the cause of 
a fight between the dairy interests and the 
butterine manufacturers. In 1902 the dairy 
interests were victorious: The tax on colored 
oleomargarine was raised by law from 2ce 
a pound to 10 cents. 
‘That was when the ‘ moonshining ’ staft- 
ed,”’ said Broadwell. 


‘* Didn't you do any *‘ moonshining’ before 


that time?’’ he was asked. 

‘‘No. There wasn’t any reason forit. The 
law has made the ‘moonshining’ business 
what it is.”’ 

Of his present predicament Broadwell said: 

“ Bortz was the cause of the whole trouble. 
That is, he and Driesbach. That's a lie about 
me being in league with the revenue men, and 
it’s also a lie that they made a stool pigeon 
out of me to get otherrc. I knew them all 
pretty well], of course, but they were on the 
square. They couldn't have made any too! 


out of me either.”’ ' 


The last assertion from Broadwell was in 
answer to the declarations of Bortz and the 
revenue agents. Bortz said there-was an 
alHance between Broadwell and certain reve- 
nue agents. The revenue men said in reply 
to Bortz that their “ alliance ” was merely a 
pretense to get information from Broadwell 
and start a fight among the “ moonshiners ” 
so 28 to make them “ squeal ”’ on one another. 


Weeping Wives with Prisoners. 

When Deputy Marshals Charles T. Dono- 
van and Edward Northrop started with the 
two “ moonshiners "’ sentenced to Fort Leav- 
enworth two weeping women went along. 
They were Mrs. Broadwell and Driesbach's 
young wife, a 17 year old girl with e crippled 
foot. 

Driesbach spoke of his young wife as amid 
a flood of tears he pleaded for leniency before 
Judge Landis in the mogning. The prisoner 
was asked by the court if he had anything 
further to say before judgment was passed. 

“All I have to say, judge,’’ replied Dries- 
bach, ‘‘is that I am sorry for what I have 
done and thut I have a young wife. She's 


barely 17 and is crippled in one of her feet ahd 


can’t do hard work.”’ 

But the plea did not move the court. Mrs. 
Broadwell took charge of the younger wom- 
an, and both wives said they might remain in 
Leavenworth while their husbands are tn 
prison. 


NO REDUCTION IN OLEBO TAX. 

Washington, D. C., March 11.—{Special. j— 
There will be no legislation in the present 
session of congress to reduce the 10 cent 
tax on colored oleomargarine. ‘he Burleson 
bill, which proposes to substitute an annual 
license, will not be reported out by the house 
committee on agriculture. 

Chairman Scott stated today that the com- 
mittee would not be able to give a hearing 
upon the oleo bill, nor to prepare a report 
upon the measure. The opposition to the 
repeal of the oleomargarine tax is genera} 
throughout the dairy sections, while the cot- 
ton producing states are strongly in favor 
of doing away with the tax. e 

The committee does not seesdbe to open 
up a subject which might engulf congress 
in a bitter storm and in which Hiinois oleo- 
margarine dischegures would figure promi- 
nently.

‘Canadians Begin Crusade to Pre- 


vent Closer Relations. 


RETALIATION IS ADVOCATED 


Commissioners from Washington Admit 
Negotiations Failed. 


Toronto, Ont.. March 11.—[{Special.j—A 
propaganda has been started here with the 
object of preventing any cleser relations, 
commercial or otherwise, with the United 
States. The country is being flooded with 
letters headed: 

“The United States and Canadian Tariffs— 
Two to One Against Canada. An Appeal to 
Canadian Self-Respect, Self-Reliance, and 
Self-Interest,”’ 

The letter starts off by asking Canadians, 


% How long shall we encourage our American 


cousins in the belief that we dare not resent 
conditions so unfair that we can get only 
one dollar’s worth of trade from them where 
they get two dollars’ worth from us?” 

Centinuing, it criticises Canadians for their 
supinenegs, their lack of faith and self-agser- 
tion, and protests that if Canada had the 
same opportunity in American markets that 
Americans, have in Canada there would be no 
longer a balance of trade of two to one in 
favor of the states. 


Discrimination Is Defined. 


Taking up the question of discrimination 


“against Canada, which these campaigners 


claim is the plain intent of the Payne- 
Aldrich law, discrimination is thus defined: 

‘* Discrimination means that a duty on an 
article fs higher or lower, according to the 
country it comes from. Therefore, if the 
United States puts light duties on silks, laces, 
and champagnes from Canada, and heavy 
duties on the same articles from France, she 
wamld discriminate in favor of Canade. But 
Ww ave no silks, jaces, or champagnes to 
sell. 

‘Canadians are urged to enter at once 
upon a policy of aggressive retaliatory tariff 
action. Canada, it says, couldn't losepdy it. 

“ Our neighbors have twice as much to lose 
as we have, and they are at this moment 
mightily afraid of losing it,” is the claim. 

“They are anxiously hoping that the hast 
straw which might break the Canadian 
camel's back (their maximum tariff), will not 
be applied to ue. Anything short of that they 
think we will stand.’’ 

Negotiations Not Successful. 

Washington, D, C., March 11.—[Special. }— 
The tariff experts who went to Ottawa re- 
turned today and were in conference with 
officials of the state department. That their 
negotiations were unsuccessful is conceded 
in a statement given out by the state depart- 
ment, which follows: 

“The tariff officers of this government, 
who have returned from Canada, speak high- 
ly of the cordial spirit shown by the Cana- 
dian authorities, but regret the apparent in- 
ability of Canada to concede to the products 
of the United States the same treatment that 
is given the products of France and twesve 
other ‘most favored nation countries. 

It is expected the Canadian matier will 
be laid before the president in detail tomor- 
row. The tariff authorities refuse to Giscuss 
the situation, but it is understood that 
trouble with Canada can be avoided only by 
direct concessions from that country. 


FRENCH TARIFF SITUATION. 

Washington, D. C., March 11.-—(Special. }— 
The difficulties attending the settling of the 
French tariff situation were laid before 
President Taft today by Ambassador Jusse- 
rand. The appeal to the president is the 
result of the failure of the American and 
French governments to reach an agreement 
as to concessions which shall be given by 
France to the United States.

Court Decision Affects New York- 
ers Who Married Young. 


~ 


PARENTS’ CONSENT NO HELP. 


Incengruity of the Law Pointed Out 
in Ruling. 


New York, March 11.—[Special.]—More 
than 3.000 couples in New York City believe 
themselves to be married, but they are living 
as husbands and: wives without the legal right 
todo so. This condition was brought to light 
today by 2 decision in the Appellate division 
of the Supreme court by Justice Nathan 


Miller. 

The ruling held that even the written con- 
sent of the parents authorizing a boy and girl 
under the legal marriageable age to wed does 
not make the wedding legal. 

About 70,000 marriage licenses are issued 
each year at the city hall and of this number 
nearly 2 per cent are obtained by persons 
under the legal age on the written consent 
of their parents or guardians, or an average 
of 1,400 each year. 

Annulment Suit Prompts Ruling. 

The specific instance which called torth 
the court’s decision was the suit of Annie 
Kruger, married two years ago, to have her 
union with Henry Kruger annulled. The 
Supreme court refused to grant her petition, 
and she appealed to the Appeliate division. 

Justice Miller’s decision reversing the low- 
er court and annulling the wedding was 
based on section 1,748 of the code of civil 
procedure, which does not take into ac- 
count the item of written consent on the 
part of the parents, but states that a mar- 
riage is void from the time its nullity is de- 
clared by a competent court if either party 
thereto is under 18. 


Incongruity of the Law. 

The ruling calls attention to the incongru- 
ity of theAaw under which 3,000 couple are 
living in the belief that they are man and 
wife in the following language: 

“Tt must be owned that the statute 
one governing matrimony in New York) is 
incongruous. By one section a marriage is 
absolutely void from the time its nullity is 
declared by a court of competent jurisdiction 
if either party thereto Is under the age of 18.

DRIVE HIM FROM CHANGE 


Liverpoo!] Corn Speculators Cheer 
American Winner When 
He Escapes. 


LONDON, March 11.—A hostile demonstra- 
tion on the floor of the cotton exchange at 
Manchester and a friendly one on the corn 
exehange at Liverpool were met with today 
by James A. Patten, the Chicago wheat and 
eotton operator: In the first Mr. Patten was 
mobbed and probably escaped injury only by 
being resoqued by the police; in the latter he 
was greeted with cheering ang other mani- 
festationg of friendliness. Mr. Patten will 
sail from Liverpool temorrew for New York 
on board thesteamer Mauretania. 

The brief vacation in England of the Chi- 
|} Cago operator had been spent mostly about 
the Liverpool markets and today he made up 
his mind to run over to Manchester to see 
the city and visit the cotton exchange, It 
was known to Mr. Patten that there had been 
threats of an unpleasant réception snoulg he 
visit *‘ cottonopolis,” but hé refused to bde- 
heve they would’ be carried into effect. 


Losers Start the Trouble. 

These Unreats, it ip said, emanated from 
persons on the exchange who had lost large 
sums as a result of Mr. Patten’s operations in 
Chicago and from others who held him re- 
gponsivie for yesterday s rise in the price of 
cotton and whe believed that his visit to ing- 
land had for its purpose the manipulation of 
the market. 

Hardly had Mr. Patten touched the floor of 
the Manchester exchange before the outburst 
came. His visit had not been arranged offi- 
cially, but in some way the report got around 
that he would appear on the floer about 2:15. 
At that hour the floor space was crowded and 
there was much speculation as te which door 
he would enter. Suddenly the cry went. up, 
“There he is,"" and Patten soon was in the 
middle of the floor, where he was surrounded 
by a group of at ast a dosen men. 

Patten was talking éxcitedly and apparent- 
ly was answering questions. His interroga- 
tora grew in numbers and pressed closer and 
closer about him. Suddenly somebody shout- 
ed the one word, ** Patten!’ and in a moment 
hoatile shoute broke out and the air was filled 
with booings and hootings, which increased 
in volume, but which were broken by an ocea- 
sional cheer. 


Pushed Forth Into Street. 

Suddenly a rush was made in the direction 
of Mr. Patten, He waw jostied and pushed 
toward the exit to the aceompaniment of con- 
tinuous hoots until Gnally he was expelled 
into the street, followed by hundredg of per- 
sons from the exobange, where business had 
been suspended. . 

In the street Patten was hoeted and jeered 
by the throng, which did not desist in its 
manifestationg of disilige until the American 
had been placed in @ cab by the police and 
started for the railway atation, where he took 
the first train back to Liverpool. While un- 
hurt, Mr. Patten was irritated. 

The chairman of the directors of the Man- 
chester exchange said this evening: 

“It was foolish for Patten's friends to 
bring him to the exchange. We warned 
them beforehand there was likely to bea 
hostile demonstration, but they took the mat- 
ter inte their own hands and we could not 
prevent them, I regret the unseemly demon- 
stration, but deprecate even more Patten’'s 
going to the exchange ofter he was advised 
to the contrary.”’ 


Other Towns Even Worse, 

Residents of Manchester say that Mr. Pat- 
ten's recepiion there was amiable com pared 
with what it would have been at Oldham, or 
@ny other town where the cotton mil! opera- 
ives predominate. The operatives genera)- 
ly attribute their short time end the conse- 
quent losses of wages largely te hig manipu- 
lations. 

A similar occurrence to the Manchester af- 
fair took place op the London exchange after 
the recent election when 4 member of the 
exchange, who was a candidate for parlia- 
ment, and had made refiections in his apeech- 
es om the sobriety of the personnel of the 
navy, was chased from the building and 
along the street. 

Arriving in Liverpool Mr. Patten just had 
time to visit the corn exchange before it 
elosed. The floor was crowded with mem.- 
bers, who evinced their sympathy with him 
for the treatment that had been shown him 
in Manchester by taking off their hats and 
cheering him when he referred to the inci- 
dent.

Franchise Demonstrations Ocecu- 
py Attention of Legislators. 


SPEAKER DEFIED BY DEPUTY 


Radicals, Poles, and Soeialists Leave 
Prussian House in Body. 


BERLIN, March 11.—Last Sunday’s dem- 
oOnstration against the franchise system and 
the resulting cenflicts between the police and 
the Socialists occupied the attention of the 
reichstag and the Prussian diet today. 

In the reichstag there were attacks and 
counter attacks between the parties as the 
members discussed the Socialist interpela- 
tion asking what the chancellor proposed to 
do regarding the “illegal” action of the 
police in forbidding open air meetings. 


Deputy Defies Rules; Speaks On. 

Deputy Ledebour, Socialist-Democrat, was 
called to order several times for designating 
the police president's action as “‘ impudent "’ 
and ‘‘shameless,’’ but he continued his 
speech in defiance of the speaker's rulings 
and amid interruptions of the Conservatives. 

M. Delbrueck, minister ef the interior, re- 
plying to Ledebour, declared Sunday's police 
prohibition of demonstrations was now the 
subject of an inquiry, and that there was no 
occasion for the intervention of the chancel- 
lor until that inquiry had been concluded. 

In the diet there was a wide divergence of 
opinion among the parties over the gecond 
reading of the Prussian suffrage bill. Vari- 
ous decisions reached in committee were re- 
pudiated by the house. 


Radicals Leave in a Body. 


Each party offered an original motion in 
reference to the voting and finally the Radi- 
cals, Poles, and Socialists left the house ina 
body while the Conservatives and the mem- 
bers of the Center party continued the de 
bate. 

The debate concluded with the adoption 
ef the section of the suffrage bill providing 
for secret voting at primary: elections for 
members of the electoral colleges in Prus- 
sian districts, but retaining the system of 
apen voting at the final election of members 
of the diet by the electoral! college.

View- 
ing works of art of the masters. taking care 
of a large amouat of correspondence, and re- 
ceiving visiters were embraced in the pro- 
gram of the niorning and afternoon, and this 
evening he dined with the Princess Teano, 
and afterwards remained for a reception held 
in his honor, 

Mr. Morgan is in perfect health and he said, 
owing to the mild weather, he had not for 
many years so enjoyed a viait to Rome. 


Views Art Masterpieces. 


Having expressed a desire to visit the 
Borgia apartment in the vatican at a time 
when tourists were not admitted, Mgr. Mis- 
elattelli,. prefect of the palaces, today sent 
Mr. Morgan a eard of admission, and later 
in the day Mr. Morgan, accompanied by Mr. 
and Mre. Morton 8. Paton of New York, 
viewed the art masterpieces there, especially 
those of Pinturicchio. 

In expressing his admiration of the paint- 
ings, Mr. Morgan said he would not mind 
being a life prisoner in the vatican if he were 
permitted at all times to look upon such ar- 
tistie perfection. 

By the American mail/arriving today Mr. 
Morgan received his correspondence, and 
after luncheon at the Grand hotel, where he 
is stepping, he spent the afternoon in his 
apartment dictating letters to his secretary, 
Mr. Douglass, examining objects of art sub- 
mitted for hig judgment, and receiving visi- 
tors, 


Invited to Rome Celebration. 


Mr. Morgan accepted an invitation of the 
committee of the Italian organization which 
is arranging for the celebration in 1911 of 
the fifth anniversary of the proclamation 
making Rome the capital of united Italy, to 
act as the honorary president of the foreign 
committee. In requesting the American 
financier to serve in this capacity the Italian 
committeemen said no one was more worthy 
of the office than he. They also paid tribute 
to his interest in art. 

The Carl Marfel collection of watches, 
which was purchased in 1909 by Mr. Morgan, 
has been added to by him. 

Mr. Morgan has received an invitation 
from the Duchesa Lante Della Rovere, whe 
was Miss Anita Alien of New Orleans, to 
take luncheon with her at her villa at Bag- 
naja, which ig one of the most celebrated in 
Europe. Mr. Morgan expects to remain a 
fortnight more in Rome. 

Mr. Morgan is about to be operated on for 
removal of a polypus in the nose by Prof. 
Rampoldi, inventor of a treatment for can- 
eer and tumors in whieh the extract of 
African licorice is used. The treatment wil! 
necessitate Mr. Morgan's staying in Rome 
several weeka, but he will not be confined to 
his bed.

ROGRAMS of the Thomas orchestra are

We are assembled to analyze various problems 
in psycholegy presented through the abstruse 
medium of musical symbolism. ie’, 
Two wscks ago Mr. Stock asked us to con- 
trast thie impre#¥ions of the sea as repre- 
sented b/ the reactions which the contempla-

the musical consclousnesses of Mendelssohn, 
Nicode, and Debussy. The task proved com- 
paratively simple, though it is to be questioned 
if it was productive of unmitigated enjoyment. 
Yesterday he chose as our problem the musical 
treatments given Byron's “ Manfred” by Schu- 
mann and schaikowsky and this time) the 
tasks imposed upon performers, listeners, and 
reviewer alike were of Herculean proportions. 
The problem may be approached from various 
angles, indeed, must be, if discussion is to be 
profitable. The student of the present genera- 
tion labors first of all under the disadvantage 
caused by the circumstance that Byron is no 
longer fashionable, Probably the majority of 
those present yesterday afternoon were Un- 
familiar with the poem and therefore not in 
sympathy with the profound emotional experi- 
ence it evoked in the heart of Schumann, nor 
yet with the many evidences of great excite- 
ment that it caused in the case of Tschaikow- 
sky.

fered sufficient appeal to the imagination to 
enable the hearer to follow the general outlines 
of the unfolding of the two tone pictures with 
some measire of understanding.

In contrasting them one is impressed at once 
by the diversity of method. Schumann con- 


cerned himself solely with the emotional and . 


spiritual experiences of his hero. He wrote of 
the inner life. Tschaikowsky sought to do this 
also, but was obliged to call to his ald all man- 
ner of purely outward and material circum- 
stances. The waterfall, the tempest, even a 
bacchanalian revel in the palace of Arimanes 
are described in. his effort to make clear to the 
listener the tortured soul of Manfred. In other 
words, he needed scenery, trappings, and many 
properties. Schumann was superior to all such 
artificial stimulants to mood. He needed no 
stage and no stage setting. He did not even 
need an orchestra, though he efnployed one. 
With the clairvoyant power of genius, he found 
at once the exact melodic equivalent for each 
phase of emotional experience he desired to de- 
pict. These melodic ideas possess intrinsic elo- 
quence. They are entirely independent of the 
medium that voices them. That he has as- 
sembled them in the symmetrical pattern of 
the classic form only accomplishes that con- 
formance to artistic fitness which always 
moves the unconscious instinct of true genius 
to decree that the form match the content in 
beauty and worth.

One listened to the Schumann overture, there- 
fore, without other thought than was needed 
to respond instinctively to its emotional im- 
port. This directness of utterance is found in 
its highest manifestations in the symphonies 
of Beethoven. Schubert matches it frequently 
in his songs and Schumann has attained it in 
this overture, which, by virtue of this quality 
alone, belongs to the classjcs. 

How far the school of the present has wan- 
dered from these highest of musical ideals is 
easily to be discovered when one reviews the 
impressions of Tschaikowsky’s ‘“ Manfred” 
symphony. The first and most persistent of 
these impressions concerns itself, not with 
melodic ideas, but with the purely superficial 
problems of orchestral effect. Mellow tones of 
brass and clarinet, poignant wail of oboe, sin- 
ister threat of trombone and bassoon, swirl and 
rush of strings, hollow clang of cymbal, these 
effects linger in the memory. That they are 
usually associated with the description of some 
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material object and rarely concerned with the 
soul picture of Manfred, is a circumstance 
equally natural and obvious. 

Unquestionably the-audience yesterday was 
most interested in the charming giimpse of the 
waterfall. “Neither mist mor water ... 
a Wave, a curve, a spreading here, a condensa- 
tion there, wondrous, indescribable,” Byron's 
own words set to music—such was the first sec- 
tion of the “ Scherzo fantastique.”” But Tschai- 
kowsky was not content with the waterfall. 
He had to bring in the witch who dwelt there- 
in. With her entrance the drama became an 
éxtravaganza. Of course, there had to be @ 
bacchanalian ballet. Every extravaganzhk has 
one, That the hero wandered through its 
mazes like a lost soul, accompanied by his lu- 
gubrious theme, deeking ever after the totally 
unrelated theme of his lost Astarte, was one 
of those illogical things one expects in extrava- 
ganza.

A test of musical worth that is not infre- 
quently accurate is to be found in the quality 
of the performance accorded the works to be 
contrasted. To the Schumann overture Mr. 
Stock and his men brought an enthusiasm that 
needed to take little thought for the purely 
technical aspects of the presentation, The con- 
ductor called it into being with a sweep of his 
baton. Seemingly without thought or effort it 
burst forth, a spontaneous outpouring of mu- 
sical feeling and sensibility. Over the Tschal- 
kowsky symphony orchestra and leader worked 
hard. Attention to detail, certainty in the em- 
ployment of dynamic contrast, careful shaping 
and molding of proportions, séemed to indicate 
long and painstaking rehearsal.

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Gardeners in Summer 


They Rest All Winter.

ERGUEVATZ, Bulgaria, Dec. 17.—“ What 
will you do this winter?” “O, I'll take 
care of my cattle.” “How many have 
you?” “Three oxes and six sheeps,” 
The speaker was a man of six feet in 
his stockings and sandals. His blue American 
overalls were neatly tucked inside his heavy 
homespuns, well bespattered with mud. He had 
light brown eyes, a large, well filled head, with 
closely cropped hair, and an American cap. 
Under’ a thick quilted cloak he wore a linen 
shirt, with a band of bright red embroidery 
around the neck and a wide linen bosom com- 
pletely covered with embroidery. 

This man in April of 1907 landed in Galves- 
ton, having sailed from Bremen. He went at 
once to Kansas City and worked on a railroad 
gang for two years and a half. Then he spent 
a month in the Indiah Territory, on a pipe line 
in the oil fields Next he found himself in Mis- 
soula, Mont., where he spent three months on a 
railroad. Next he is in Spokane, again with a 
construction gang, back into Idaho for three 
months railroading, and then home, via New 
York, Southampton, and Parfs. He has a fam- 
ily, which brought him home and prevents him 
from returning to America. He says he likes 
America, but is unable to state any reason for 
his liking other than the fact that he brought 
home seven hundred American dollars 


Perfect Farming Land. 

I wanted to see a village which not only has 
American emigrants but in which might be 
found many who worked the gardens of Rou- 
mania and Hungary. I was recommended to 
come to Serguevatz. It lies well out in the 
plain northeast of Giorna Oréhovitza. The 
country about here is perfect farming land, 
The wheat fields are now green and thick and 
in fine condition. As I drove along I passed 
hundreds of men planting new vineyards with 
American plants. These, it seems, are being 
everywhere introduced about here, because of 
their ability to withstand phylloxera. 

I saw no women in any of the vineyards, but 
a flock of perhaps twenty cutting grass near 
a village. It seems a little late in the year to 
be making hay, but apparently they cut grass 
here regardless of the phase of the moon or of 
the season. They cut it when there is any to 
be cut. The plain for miles around is slightly 
rolling and the soil is apparently very fertile. 
Not a trace of the ancient forest which cov: 
ered these valleys is to be seen and nowhere 
is there a fence until we come to the village. 

Serguevatz, occupying level territory, has 
poor drainage and its mud. is a little deeper 
than in the average village. But the commu- 
nity wears a prosperous look; the houses are 
all in good repair, many of them new or re- 
cently made over. Every house in the village 
is’ surrounded by a fence, built pf sun dried 
brick, painted and roofed with tile, or of plaited 
saplings, also protected from the rain by a roof. 
There is a trim looking modern schoolhouse. 
The school yard was filled with noisy chil- 
dren, who called out after us in good natured 
terms after the fashion of children. These 
noisy demonstrations over strangers on the part 
of children I have noticed before in Bulgaria, 
but I do not remember to have noticed it else- 


where.

better, some not so well. One had remained 
abroad nearly a year, but had difficulty in sav- 
ing enough money to pay the cost of his trans- 
portation. Another one spent several months 
at Madison, UL, and returned when he could 
no longer get work. 

And the home life of these men differs but 
little, if any, from that which I have already 
described. The houses of the village as a 
whole average perhaps a trifle better than 
those of other villages which I have seen. The 
men of Serguevatz have long been accustomed 
to labor abroad, and they have profited by the 
results of their experiences with a different 
culture in Hungary or elsewhere. But the best 
peasant house in the village is scantily fur- 
nished as compared with that of a Hungurian 
or Saxon peasant. Even the primitive Szekliers 
of Transylvania have houses much better fur- 
nished than these, 


Bulgarians Are Prosaic. 


I am gradually forced to the conclusion that 
the Bulgarian is a prosaic individual. Whether 
this is becauseé he has always been sober or 
because gayety was squeezed out of him under 
long Turkish rule, I do not know. But he cer- 
tainly leads a prosaic life, His existence has 
few amenities. In his material surroundings 
there is little of comfort and less of art. He 
has lost the fine primitive sense of colors. He 
does not surround himself with decorative art. 
His tools, agricultural implements, domestic 
utensils, etc., will not bear comparison with 
those of the peasantry of Transylvania. Of 
decoration within the house there is scarcely 
any.* Even the earthenware vessels which they 
use for domestic purposes are unadorned or 
at best plain. The costume'of the man is heavy 
and severe and, except for the shirt, unadorned. 
The women far excel the men in thig respect. 
But even their costumes are not to be com- 
pared with those of the Schops of the moun- 
tains about Sofia or with those of Roumanian 
peasants. 

There is a suspicious suggestion of central 
Asia in the costume of both men and women; 
in the men, in their jacketlike, quilted coats, 
and in the big, long, quilted coats reaching 
below the knees of the Women. Thus bundled 
up, their figure is not unlike that of the women 
of northern India. Beneath the apron its a blue 
heavily plaited skirt. The garment worn next 
the body is of thick white linen. It opens in 
front like a coat and reaches to the knees, 
This is embroidered about the neck, sleeves, 
and hem of the skirt in small red or blue geo- 
metric patterns. The women also wear short 
white stockings and the same kind of sandals 
as the men. All remove their sandals on en- 
tering the house. Some of the women wear 
around their wrists and neck glass beads. ® In 
the bazaars of the towns I have seen biue 
glass arm rings, such as are worn around the 
wrists in the far east. 


All Claim to Own Land. 


All of the men own land. I am told the 
same thing everywhere. I do not believe it. 
How many peasants there are in Bulgaria who 
own no land at all I am unable to ascertain. 
Even allowing for the communal holdings of 
the zadrugas and the families where the land 
has not yet been divided among the sons, there 
must be meny lancless. The size of the farms 
about here varies. Oné man who had been 
in America owned fourteen acres: another, three: 
another, two; another, nine. The richest peas- 
ant in the town owns about sixty acres. Land 
in the vicinity varies in price from $100 to $300. 
Even land regarded as poor is valued at $70 
an acre. If taxation is as high as the peas- 
ants say it is, there is little wonder that they 
are obliged to emigrate to get money to pay 
off their fathers’ mortgages. 

Even here one feels the intensity of thé 
struggle for existence in, Bulgaria. Not that 
it is greater than in Servia or Roumania, but 
one sees men engaged in occupations the re- 
tauneration for which must be very small 
Knosving the cost of living, one wonders how 
they succeed in living as well as they do. 

In writing from Servia I described the zad- 
ruga. I have spoken of its existence in Bul- 
garia. It is rapidly disappearing. It no longer 
exists in this region. In place of the old zad- 
ruga is a more modern system of community 
of interests. The men of these villages, who 


World 


migrate annually to the north to work in the 
gardens, form companies. The department of 
Tirnovo ¢s the center of these little communis- 
tic bands of gardeners. The chief difference 
between the zadruga and these associations of 
gardeners is in the character of the organiza- 
tion. In the zadruga it is permanent, based 
on blood relationship; in these societies it is 


temporary, its life depending upon the will of 


the men of the association. 


Associations of Gardeners. 


The first assoelation of peasant gardeners 
was formed late in the eighteenth century in 
the village of Lescovetz, in the department of 
Tirnovo. The scene of their labor was the 
old Saxon city of Kronstadt, in Transylvania. 
The success of this organization led to others. 
Today they are found in Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary, Austria, Russia, Servia, Turkey, Ger- 
many, France, and Belgium, They have even 
emigrated to the United States as an organ- 
ization. The exact number of these gardeners 
is not known, but there are probably at least 
20,000 of them. The average size of a com- 
pany varies from six to fifteen. 

These associations are formed during the 
winter, one or two gardeners who have had 
experience taking the dmitiative. The size of 
the city near which the garden is lotated de- 
termines the size of their garden, which in turn 
fixes the size of the company. Companies 
consist of two classes of members, the asso- 
ciates, who divide among themselves the pro- 
ceeds, and the apprentices, who work on sal- 
aries. The number of apprentices is as a rule 
one for every five or six associates. Having 
formed the company before leaving Bulgaria, 
they raise a capital, varying from 340 to $100: 
but inability to contribute to this capital need 
not prevent an experienced workman from be- 
ing a member of the association. 

Inasmuch as from this original capital they 
must defray their expenses of transportation, 
the hiring of tools, food, and lodging, and the 
wages of the apprentices, the capital may be 
much larger. A society which formed a great 
garden near Sofia had a capital of $1,400. Those 
who have contributed the capital, when the 
proceeds of the communal labor are divided, 
are allowed interest. This varies from 10 to 
15 per cent. The legal rate of interest in Bul- 


‘garia is 12 per cent. 


They Rent Tracts of Land. | 


Each company has a book, kept by its chief, 
under the supervisjon of the company,‘in which 
are entered all their accounts, They generally 
set out for the scene of their operations in 
March, They rent a tract of land of the size 
they wish to cultivate, and for the next three 
months are engaged in preparing the fields. 
During this time they often employ consider- 
able additional labor, generally at about 20 
cents a day. The fact that Bulgarian garden- 
ers recognize thirty-five species of beans gives 
you some idea of their skill. 

When autumn arrives and they have sold the 
product of their garden, they proceed to liqui- 
date. They settle all their accounts, pay off 
their extra laborers and their apprentices. The 
remainder is divided after a carefully thought 
out plan which is far from simple! but which 
takes into consideration the amount of capital 
contributed and the amount of land for the 
cultivation of which each individual has per- 
sonally held himself responsible. 

It is said that the profits of one of these 
companies which worked near Metz during the 
Franco-Prussian war were so great’ that when 
they arrived at Rustschuk, loaded with gold, 
the Turkish authorities charged them with be- 
ing political spies, and they were not released 
until they were able to prove the contrary. 

By the end of November they have returned 
home. In this village, in all the villages about 
here, you will find these strong, fine, healthy 
men idling away their time in song and story 
in the little taverns. During their absence 
their wives and children look after their own 
little farms. “Now,” as one of them said to- 
day, “ we will eat and sleep.” This is the rea- 
son the more energetic prefer to do their gar- 
denitig with a shovel and pick along an Ameri- 
can railroad or in digging ditches for gas mains 
or sewer pipes. The pay is considerably great- 
er and under normal tions lasts through- 
out the year. : j ,

OTHING adds more to the beauty of the 
mouth than well cared for teeth. The 
great secret in the preservation of the 
teeth is absolute cleanliness. To ac- 
complish this they must be thor- 

oughly brushed after eating. It is well to 
have two kinds of brushes, an even brush for 
the front teeth, and one in which the bristles 
are slightly curved, which makes it easier to 
brush between the teeth. Select a brush tha: 
is neither too stiff nor too soft, and pay particu- 
lar attention to the crowns of the back teeth, 
for there are many crevices here where food 
may lodges When brushing the teeth it will 
help considerably if one thinks of each tooth 
as something to be cleaned in its entirety; front, 
back, sides, and its junction with the gum. The 
brush, while useful in stimulating the circula- 
tion of the gums, needs gentle handling. It is 
much better to brush the teeth downward from 
the gumg than crosswise along the line of the 
gums.

Means to Prosecute Sellers. 

“This sugar is the worst I have seen,” 
said Commissioner A. H. Jones. ‘‘ We will 
condemn all of it and will prosecute the sell- 
ers under the pure food law. We had sus- 
pected for some time that such sugar was 
being used in some of the candy fatcories and 
the investigation indicates that it was."’ 

“It is next to impossible to remove the 
dirt and impurities from this sugar,'’ said 
P; W. Rothenberg, one of the chemists who 
made the analysis, ‘‘ We made some of it 
into a weak solution and filtered the liquid, 
but could not get all of the dirt out. It is 
more than 25 per cent dirt. Even if all the 
dirt could be removed the expense of doing 
it would be:much greater than the cost of 
pure sugar, 

“The samples we tested were rich in ba- 
cilli. We found many of the tuberculosis 
bacilli and others which would cause dis- 
ease.”* 


Says It Was Swept Up. 

“The sugar in these barrels was swept 
from the floors in the mills,”’ said Inspector 
Harrison Kennicott, who made the seizure. 
“The men working in the factories walk 
about all day and there is every opportunity 
for impurities of all kinds to get in it. 
Splinters of wood and dust from the street 
are mixed together.”’ 

The food standard commission, which 
began its work about six weeks ago, will 
take evidence at a public hearing at the 
Great Northern ,hotel April 6 to determine 
what is ice cream. This is the first public 
hearing announced by the commission. A 
circular was sent out yesterday containing a 
suggested standard for ice cream and an- 
nouncing the hearing. The members of the 
commission are A. H. Jones, Charles E. M. 
Newton, and Dr. Walter 8S. Haines. Dr. T. 
J. Bryan is secretary. 


DOWIE’S WIDOW NOW REGRETS 
SIGNING PROPERTY TRANSFERS 


Discovers She Might Have Dictated 
Terms in the Settlement of Husband’s 
Estate and Zion City Affairs. 


The transaction whereby Mrs. Dowie came 
into possession of the Ben MacDuh! country 
place at White Lake, Mich,, has been a mat- 
ter of speculation between residents of Zion 
City and others interested in the affairs of 
John Alexander Dowie. Now it was learned 
that she got hold of the property as a result 
of having held back her signature to tran- 
sactions which the United States court took 
up when the receiver was named. 

It is reported that had she been cognizant 
of the situation Mrs. Dowie, by insisting on 
more, probably would have received $500,000. 
Without her signature the court was almost 
powerless to handle the affairs of Zion. 

At first Mrs. Dowie refused to sign her 
name to anything. She tied matters up for 
some time, but finally the proposition was 
made that she could have the Ben MacDuhl 
estate if she would give her signature to 
certain other papers. This she accepted. 

Since then Mrs. Dowie has regretted the 
acceptance of the proposition, as she realizes 
that as her signature was a necessity she 
practically could have dictated terms.

A recent importation of Charies Scribner's 
Sons is “THE DIVINE MINSTRELS,” 
which Ernest Barnes has translated from 
the French of Auguste Bailly. It is a narra- 
tive of the life of St. Francis of Assisi and 
his companions, and in a sympathetic man- 
ner presents the ideals of and the struggles 
to attain to these by a man of unusual sanc4 
tity of life. His is a personality that of itself 
attracts those not otherwise interested in 
the lives of those who have been canonized, 


the legend of his relation to the birds con- 


tributing, no doubt, to this end, and he ap- 
pears like a hero of some world far removed 
from this mundane realm wherein we work 
and struggle for ends‘that are not satisfying 
when attained. 

“The Divine Minstrels "’ exhibits the light- 
ness of touch in descriptions of persons and 
places which is found so frequently in French 
writers, and its appreciation of the aspira- 
tions of a unique character is its chief claim 
to notice. It is not a denominational book, 
although as a' matter of course those of St. 
Francis’ faith will read it with perhaps the 
greatest eagerness. .

“THOSE NERVES” (Lippincott) is a 
book by Dr. George L. Walton, in which he 
tries to demonstrate that those things which 
get upon a person's. nerves, ‘which he -be- 
lieves he cannot stand, his chronic likes and 
dislikes, are merely. matters of will power; 
that. if. he will say.to himself that he will 
stand this or that, that such 4 thing has no 
disagreeableness, life will have for him no 
unpleasantness. While this theory may be 
in substance aH right, there are limits to its 
applicability, and no amount of assertion to 
the contrary will nullify those limits. 

It is a fault of those who have pet theories 
to deny the existence of such limitations, 
however. It would seem, from the author's 
own words, that ‘the book contains little 
that did not appear in his previous volume, 
* Work,” and surely there is ‘little that has 
not been given more serious treatment else- 
where, for: the doctor seems to pride himself 
upor a facetiousness that at times becomes 
wearing on ‘those nerves’’ which some 
people have to take into consideration, 
despite his assertions as to their nonexist- 
ence.

ALLY BISHOP.” by Mr. E. Tenr 
ple Thurston, is the story ofa wom- 
an, who, like “Ann Veronica,” 
found the parental.roof too low and 
the domestic wall too constricted to 
encompass her dreams. Though she was, to 

a far greater degree than she suspected, fem- 
inine, according to the immemorial definition 
of that term, yet she caught the contagion of 

the time and found herself reckoning free- 

dom among her rights and privileges. 

Her. father was a touching creature, a 
clergyman who had been degraded because 
of intoxication incurred in drinking the wine 
of the sacrament, and her mother was 4 
small and calculating woman of conventional 
mind. Sally got up to London, secured a 
place in an office, tied up to a valorous, mod- 
ern, sexless woman, and meant to conquer the 
world. It was herself who was conquered, 
however, In quite the old fashion, by an ag- 
gressive male creature nated Traill. It was

a case of deeperate attraction between him-. 


self and Sally, and he had his way with her 
and took her to live with him. The idea of 
matrimony appeared to annoy him. He ob- 
jected to the feeling of. continuity it gave 
him. Sally was willing to take him at any 
price; and they had thrée years of happi- 
ness together... Then he began to wander to 
other fields and pastures new. Her jealousy, 
and, as a last straw, herspying upon him, ef- 
fected a.breach. He cast her off, well pro- 
vided for,; however, and she passed four 
months in tragic soNtude. Life became in- 
supportable, and Sally would have died but 
for a discovery that she mede. A great, 
wonderful, native idea came to her and for 
one vivid and splendid hour she pursued this 
hope. When it falled her too, she put a period 
to hopes and fears with a cup of poison, and 
when Traili, repentant and suddenly en- 
lightened as to her real value, came to. claim 
her and to make her his wife at last, he found 
her contorted body upon her lonely bed. 
sa : 

Told in this way, the story seems common- 
place enough, but the truth is, there is noth- 
ing commonplace about it. Sally has a sym- 
bolic significance. She is a bit of flotsam 
swept along by the woman movement of the 
twentieth century.” Her little, ineffective 
snatch at liberty, ending in the most ancient 
and persistent form of slavery. is profound- 
ly touching. The meaning which Mr. Thurs- 
ton has hidden beneath his sad romance lies 
in the following paragraphs, in which he 


dropped for a moment his rdéle of romancer 


and ventured to point the moral of his tale: 

“It is all very well to say there have been 
movements toward the enfranchisement of 
women since before the Roman era; It is all 
very well to point out that these movements 
are periodical, almost as inevitable as the vol- 
canic eruptions that belch out their volumes 
of running fire and die down again into 
peaceful submission; but when the whole 
vital cause is altered, when the intrinsic mo- 
tive in the entrails of that vast crater is 
changed, it is no wise policy to say, ‘It will 
pass over—another two or three years and 
women will find, as they have always found 
before, that it is better to sit still and iet 
others do the work.’ 

“It is the problem of population that is being 
worked out now, not the mere spontanevus 
and ephemera! struggle of a few dominating 
personalities. 

“Tt is well nigh ludicrous to think that Sally 
Bishop—quiet, virtuous, chaste Sally Bishop. 
the. opposite of a revolutionary—is one in 
the ranks of a great army who are march- 
ing, they scarcely know whither, to a com- 
mand they have scarcely heard, strained to 
a mighty endurance ina cause’they scarcely 
understand. She seems too young to be of 
service, too frail to bear the hardships of 
the way. How can she stand out against 
marches, the weary, sleepless 

mping at night? 
we saan are going to be many in this great 
campaign who will drop exhausted from the 
ranks—many who, under cover of night, 
when the sentinel is drowsy at his post, will 
slip into the darkness, weery of the fatigue, 
regardless of the consequences—a deserter 
from the cause that is so ill understood. 

In the present position of women 10 
is the army of nature that has begun to 
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‘barely escaped with her life. Her husband, 
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move. . Not the mere rising of.a rebellious 
faction, but the entire unconquerabie force 
of. humanity, whose whole existence - is 
threatened by the invading power of popu- 
lation. It makes ne matter that such as 
Sally will never reap the benefit; it counts 
not at all that gary: ong touch the epoil, 
The lines must be fi up. When she falls 
there will be others to take her place. The 
bugle has sounded in hearts of thoy- 
sands of women of ber type, they "have 
had to obey its thrilling call.” : 

Much more he has written along these 
lines. And he has jJlustrated his meaning 
by showing how Sally was waylaid “ by the 
pressgang of circumstances.” Her story 15 
characteristic enough, and happier women 
than poor Sally might well break their 
hearts for the pains and penalties attached 
to the expanding life of women, if they did 
not believe that fos one who lacks the cour- 
age to go on in the path of independence and 
integrity there are a thousand who find, 
somehow, the necessary fortitude and selif- 
denial. They go t¢their lonely rooms from 
their places ‘of tol—always subordinate to 
others—quietly, bravely, sustained by secret 
sweetnesses of the heart, by fine, pale flowers 
of chastity and worship and peace. The on- 
looker might think their lives frustrate; but 
poverty, celibacy, Dneliness itself, have their 
compensations. T> speak of these compen- 
sations here woulé be, perhaps, inappropri- 
ate, but at least itmay be contended that the 
heart of the Independent, militant: woman 
has usually a stincaer fiber than that of 
which Sally Bishep found herself possessed. 
She was, after al, the daughter of a foolish 
little clergyman, who fell drunk of sacred 
wine rather thanemploy his common sense 
and pour the sacred liquid into the earth. 
She was self-indulgent to the last degree. 
and she forgot tc count the cost of irregular 
joys. She was taiching but not strong, save 
in love. Indeed Mr. Thurston admits the 
point. The best novels being written touay 
relate to this sujject—the changing position 
of woman in he’ relation. to society—and of 
these *‘ Sally Bishop "’ Is one of the most dar- 
ing.

President H. U. Mudge of the Rock Island

New Line Sixteen Miles Long. 

Both the Hammend, Whiting end East 
Chicago, and the Calumet and South Chicago 
run into Chicago, and both are owned by the 
Connecting Railways company. Mr. Cobe 
estimates that the pew southern line will be 
about sixteen miles in length. 

“ At the begin ,? said Mr. Cobe yester- 
day, “the Eastern I)linois railway company 
is an independent company, but I — it 
to be absorbed by the Chicago City Con- 
necting Railways. It might be said that this 
company in financing the enterprise. The 
territory to be tapped by the new line fe at 
present unoccupied. There is no electric line 
to Riverdale, and the Chicago and Southern 
ratlway, which runs through Harvey, will 
not be a competing company, as it rune 
neither to Riverdele nor West Hammond.

Further ease also appears in money, and this |’ 
has induced better borrowing for both trade 
and investment. Current operations show 
steady progress, aided by more seasronable 
weather, the desire to push construction, and 
wider demands in the leading industrial and 
distributive branches. 

*“* Movements of grain, live stock, and pro- 
visions exhibit decline, but gross earnings 
of the Chicago steam roads rise and there 
are heavy forwardings of finished ouputs, 
raw supplies, and genera! merchandise. Hin- 
drances to transportation in recent weeks 
now disappear, thus permitting larger use of 
rolling stock and more successful! efforts to 
make prompt deliveries. 


Activity in Farming Sections. 
“Farm advices indicate spreading activity 
in spring work and much absorption of plan- 
tation needs, while the best reports testify to 
satisfactory condition of winter wheat and 
rye, although some sections have not escaped 
injury. The agricultural! outlook as a whole 
creates a strengthening sentiment in busi- 
ness generally, and there is now less hesita- 
tion in making commitments involving much 
use of capital. 

** Heavier contracts for equipment are now 


issued and important tonnages closed for 
rails, pig iron, motive power, cars, and mis- 
cellaneous steel shapes. Building eperations 
assure much work throughout the coming 
season, while additional machinery and 
hands are employed in woodworking. 

*“ Lumber arrivals do not yet equal expecta- 
tions and yard stocks undergo reduction, but 
improvement in the quantities and variety is 
looked for soon. Supplies of hides fall short 
of those reported a year ago, and the market 
ig now being well. cleaned up and prices 
steadied. Leather shipments show moderate 
increase and there is good demand from both 
local and outside consumers. 


Retail Lines Are Active. 

‘“* Dealings in the leading reteil lines are 
stimulated by the attractive exhibits of fash- 
ionable wear. Country merchants in large 
numbers operate freely in the wholesale de- 
partments, and bookings reach substantia! 
proportions in dry goods, footwear, millinery, 
suits, and cloaks, men’s furnishings, and 
house needs. 

“Transactions in the primary markets for 

foodstuffe remain affected by high costs, 
but there is further accumulation of grain 
and some tendency towards lower quota- 
tions. 
* The total movement of grein at this port, 
8,469,826 bushels, compares with 9,515,447 
bushels last week, and 10,363,264 bushels a 
year ago. Compared with 10098 decreases 
appear in receipts, 25.6, per cent and ship- 
ments, 2.6 per cent. Flour receipts were 
228,755 barrels, against 207,155 barrels last 
week and 193,021 barrels a year ago, while 
the shipments were 131,757 berrels, against 
120,073 barrels last week and 160,677 bar- 
rels in 1909. 

“ Live stock receipts proved disappointing, 
208,322 head comparing with 220,723 head last 
week and 276,082 head a year ago.
